COMMISSIONER DAVID BAKER ■ 

Through astute business practices, a fan-first philosophy and strategic alliances, David 
Baker has successfully grown the Arena Football League fronn a small-market niche sport 
into a major-market emerging major league that is capable of achieving its goals of making 
all teams profitable and of becoming the world's only truly global league. During his decade- 
long tenure. Baker has grown the AFL by identifying quality ownership, expansion, 
television, and corporate partnerships as key league initiatives. The results of those 
initiatives speak for themselves. 

Baker successfully lobbied the NFL to change its bylaws and permit its owners to own and 
operate Arena Football teams in their home markets. On J une 3, 1998, New Orleans Saints 
owner Tom Benson became the first NFL owner to acquire AFL team rights. Currently, four 
AFL teams are operated by NFL owners (Tom Benson, Arthur Blank, Pat Bowlen, and Jerry 
Jones) and two other owners (Denise DeBartolo-York and Dan Snyder) control the rights to 
future teams in their markets. Baker has also attracted numerous high-profile personalities 
and businessmen to the AFL, such as J on Bon J ovi, Mike Ditka, J ohn Elway, Ron J aworski, Stan Kroenke, Neil Smith and 
Casey Wasserman. 

Baker recognized early in his tenure that growth required teams in large markets. Some teams relocated, such as Des 
Moines to New York, while expansion teams were placed in Chicago, Los Angeles and Philadelphia. All in all. Baker has 
sold 17 AFL expansion teams and presided over the sale of eight other teams. I n 1996, an AFL expansion team could be 
purchased for $400,000. Today, the cost is $20 million. In 2000, Baker presided over the creation of arenafootball2, the 
AFL's developmental league. During its eight-year history, af2 has sold 57 expansion teams. Combine the AFL and af2 
figures and Baker has presided over the sale of 74 expansion teams. In 2003, the AFL began an industry-changing 
partnership with NBC Sports that lasted for four seasons. Broadcasts received critical acclaim and branded the AFL as a 



credible, mainstream sport. In 2007, the AFL partnered with ESPN on an equally innovative agreement. The second 
season of the partnership with the "Worldwide Leader in Sports" begins in 2008. 

The effect the exposure from television has had on the AFL is indisputable. Since 2002, the year before the AFL's NBC 
agreement, total revenue is up 91 percent, while total expenses are up only 10 percent, and the average team equity 
appreciation has increased 100 percent. Average attendance is up 25 percent. 

Corporate partnerships have been a strength during Baker's tenure. EA Sports has produced two Arena Football video 
games, which both rank as the top two selling consumer products in league history. In 2007, AFL revenue from corporate 
partnerships was up 60 percent, thriving from new relationships with Russell Athletic, Discover Card and Mitsubishi 
Motors. Baker has also provided labor stability via the AFL's long-term Collective Bargaining Agreement with its Players 
Association, which runs through 2015, making it the longest and most far reaching in sports. Up next for Baker are two 
achievable goals: - league-wide team profitability and international growth. Because of recent team operating successes. 
Baker is establishing a Team Services Department to focus on improving team finances even more. He believes that 
within five years, the Arena Football can field the league with the second-most number of profitable teams. As for 
international. Baker is conducting discussions with numerous high-profile groups that could result in the AFL expanding 
into Canada, Europe, Mexico and the Pacific Rim. 

Baker was named the AFL's fourth Commissioner on November 7, 1996, following one season as chairman of the AFL's 
Board of Directors. His first order of business was to draft the League's first-ever Mission Statement as well as the Fans' 
Bill of Rights, each unprecedented in professional sports. 

Baker grew up in Irvine, California, and went on to star at power forward for UC-lrvine. Following college and two 
seasons playing pro basketball in Europe, Baker attended Pepperdine School of Law where he graduated with honors and 
served as Editor-in-Chief of the Law Review. Baker, 54, is a former Mayor of Irvine, California and the proud father of two 
sons, Benjamin, who is a Broadcasting Department coordinator for the Arena Football League, and Sam, who is a two- 
time All-America left tackle at Southern California. 



PRESI DENT J ERRY KURZ 

Certainly no stranger to the game of Arena Football, Kurz is entering his fourth 
season as af2 President. As one of the founding members of Gridiron 
Enterprises Inc., the charter member of the Arena Football League, Kurz is only 
exceeded in AFL tenure by J im Foster, the creator of Arena Football. As one of 
the game's founding fathers, Kurz has had an instrumental role in the growth of 
Arena Football League over the past 22 years. Now directly in charge of af2, 
Kurz continues to use that same vision and passion to cultivate af2 into the 
premier developmental football league in the country. 

In his short time as chief of af2, Kurz has solidified the future growth potential of 
the league by securing a core of quality operators and adding several new teams 
that begin play in 2008. Thanks to Kurz's efforts, this year the league welcomes 
three new members: the Austin Wranglers, Daytona Beach ThunderBirds and 
Lexington Horsemen. He also helped facilitate the rebirth of two of the league's 
most noted franchises, the Iowa Barnstormers and Peoria Pirates, which will 
begin play in 2008 as well. 

Kurz also serves as the AFL's Vice President of International Development, 
responsible for the League's international exposure, growth and expansion. He directly supervises the international 
players in the AFL and af2 and administers the H3 Visa program established in 2002 to develop foreign-born players. He 
has planned and executed all international games of the Arena Football League and continues to plan and lead the AFL's 
international expansion efforts. In an effort to increase the international talent in the league, Kurz adopted a rule in af2 
prior to the 2005 season that allows teams to dress an extra player if that player is of international origin. 

Kurz is a graduate of the University of Oklahoma where he was a member of the 1967 Big Eight Championship team and 
1968 Orange Bowl Championship team. He has been a player, a coach, a general manager and an owner in the football 
community. As a team owner, he has served on the Executive, the Legal, the Rules and Competition and the Negotiating 
Committees as well as serving on the Management Council. He is also a member of three football Hall of Fames including 
being a member of the first class of the Arena Football Hall of Fame. He and his wife Kathryn have one son, Matthew, a 
college football player at Indiana University, and reside in Glenview, Illinois.

OFFENSIVE MOTION- Unlike stadium-played football, one offensive back may go into forward motion 
priorto the snap of the ball. 



OVEFniME- Arena Football has a unique overtime rule. If a contest is tied after regulation, teams will play 
a 15-minute overtime. Each team will have one opportunity to score. If, after each team has had one 
chance to score, the game is tied, the first team to score iscrowned the winner. 

REBOUND NE1S- Goal-side rebound nets extend outward from each upright. Tine nets are 30-feet wide, 
32-feet high and extend to 40 feet above the playing surface. Tine bottom bars of the frames are 
positioned eight feet above the surface. The "scoring area" is nine-feet wide and 15-feet high. Nets a re 
stretched taut so that a missed kick attempt will rebound off the net and back into the field of play. 
Once the ball caroms off the net, it's live. 

SIDELINE BARRIERS- Similar to the sideboards that surround a hockey rink, the sideline barrier encircles the 
playing surface. The barrier is made of a high-density foam pad, measuring four inches thick. 

SIUNUNG or "RAilSllNG- When a defensive lineman is rushing the passer, there's no "stunting" or 
"twisting". In otherwords, linemen are required to power past offensive linemen. 

UGHTEND- One offensive lineman must declare himself a tight end prior to the snap by simply raising his 
arm and "declaring" himself a tight end. The Mac (rush-eligible) linebacker must line-up on the opposite 
side of the centerfrom the tight end. 

TWO-VUAY PLAYERS - One of the most "throwback" features of the Arena Football League is the fact that 
the game features eight-on-eight football, where at times, some players will play both offense and 
defense.

Sixteen teams qualify for the playoffs, eight from each conference (American and 
National). The eight qualifying teams in each conference consist of the three 
division champions and five Wild Cards, determined by best overall record. 
Seeding in each conference is based on overall record, with the top three seeds 
in each conference reserved for the division champions, regardless of record. In 
the First Round (August 1-3), the first three seeds in each conference are the 
three division winners. The next five teams are seeded by next best five overall 
records.

Pioneers QB Ryan Vena led the 
team by completing 25-of-37 pass attempts for four touchdowns and 253 yards on the 
night. The Blizzard were led by Schutt Offensive Player of the Game WR/DB Scott 
Burnoski who caught 10 receptions for three touchdowns and 174 yards. 

The conference championship started with the Pioneers scoring on their second play 
when Vena connected with WR Marcus Furman for a 29 yard touchdown. The Blizzard 
attempted a field goal on the next drive but missed and resulted in a David Davis field 
goal on the Pioneers next possession. The Blizzard scored their first touchdown of the 
game on a 29 yard pass from Blizzard QB Zeke Dixon to Burnoski to finish out the first 
quarter. 

The Pioneers defense stepped up in the second quarter as they held the Blizzard to their 
one yard line. Pioneers WR/DB and U.S. Army Ironman of the Game Larry Kendrick 
intercepted Dixon's pass on the five yard line and ran in for a touchdown to give the 
Pioneers a 19 point lead. The first half came to an end when Pioneers C Beau Elliott 
prevented a Blizzard touchdown off of a missed field goal attempt by Davis as time 
expired. 

The Blizzard came out strong in the second half by outscoring the Pioneers 27-14, but the 
Pioneers players made big plays to seal the game for the home team. The ADT Defensive 
Player of the Game, Pioneers DB TuTu Ferguson, intercepted a Blizzard pass with 8:16 
left in the fourth quarter which resulted in a Pioneers score on the next drive. The 
Blizzard matched the touchdown but were unable to capitalize on an onside kick with 20 
seconds left to give the Pioneers the conference championship. 

The Pioneers will head to Bossier-Shreveport next week to face the National Conference 
Champion on Saturday, August 25th to compete for the ArenaCupS title.

Tulsa 73, Wilkes-Barre/Scranton 66 

For a man who weighs only 165 pounds and stands just 5'8", Tulsa Talons WR JEFF HUGHLEY 
sure did carry a heavy load as he helped his team to the second ArenaCup championship in 
franchise history, 73-66, over the Wilkes-Barre/Scranton Pioneers on Saturday, August 25 at the 
CenturyTel Center in Bossier City, La. 

Hughley accounted for four Tulsa touchdowns, including two kickoff returns and was named the 
U.S. Army Strong Ironman of the Game. He caught nine passes for 143 yards and returned seven 
kickoffs for 203 yards. The 203 kickoff return yards and 346 all-purpose yards are both new 
ArenaCup records. 

Another record set on Saturday night was that the two competing teams combined for 139 
points, surpassing the old record of 127 total points set in the 2000 ArenaCup by Quad City (68) 
and Tennessee Valley (59). 

The game went back and forth all night long. With 6:33 left to play in the fourth quarter. 
Pioneers' QB RYAN VENA hit Tyreak Saviour for the third time on the night to tie the game, 59- 
59. It was at that moment that Hughley put his exclamation point on ArenaCupB. Hughley caught 
the ensuing kickoff off the net and scampered 55 yards for his second kickoff return for a 
touchdown on the night, giving Tulsa a 66-59 lead. 

The Talons defense made big plays all night long, but none was bigger than the fourth-down 
stop they made with 3:17 left to play in the game. Vena's pass attempt to WR BUCHIE IBEH fell 
incomplete and Tulsa had the ball deep in Pioneers' territory. 

No defensive player for Tulsa had a bigger game than DB DELENELL REID. Reid was named the 
game's ADT Defensive Player of the Game for his outstanding effort. He collected four tackles, 
three pass breakups, one forced fumble and a 52-yard fumble return for a touchdown early in 
the fourth quarter to give his team the 59-52 lead. 

Tulsa QB JUSTIN ALLGOOD capitalized and ran in his second rushing touchdown of the night, 
giving the Talons a 73-59 lead with one minute to play. 

The Pioneers wouldn't give up without a fight. The reigning U.S. Army Ironman of the Week, 
Wilkes-Barre/Scranton WR/DB LARRY KENDRICK took K LUKE PHILLIPS' kick into the end zone, 
making the score 73-66, Tulsa, with 52.2 seconds to play. 




Tulsa recovered the onside kick attempt, but then WR JERMAINE LANDRUM fumbled and the 
Pioneers' recovered with 44 seconds left. The Talons defense stood tall once again and the 
Pioneers last attempt with 3.8 seconds left fell incomplete, crowning Tulsa the champions of the 
af2. 

Wilkes-Barre/Scranton's Vena did his absolute best to will the Pioneers to a victory. The veteran 
signal caller, playing in his first title game appearance in four years in the af2, set a new 
ArenaCup record by throwing seven touchdown passes in the championship game. Vena finished 
the night 24-of-46 for 326 yards, seven touchdowns and one interception. He also added one 
rushing touchdown and was named the Schutt Offensive Player of the Game. 

Vena's counterpart, J ustin Allgood, had a great game as well. Allgood was 19-of-27 for 214 yards 
and three touchdowns. He also ran for two scores. FB/LB ODIE ARMSTRONG lead the rushing 
attack for Tulsa with four carries for 17 yards and two touchdowns. 

With the victory, Tulsa Head Coach MITCH ALLNER becomes the first man in af2 history to hoist 
the ArenaCup as a player and as a head coach. Allner was a member of the 2003 Tulsa squad 
which defeated Macon, 58-40 in ArenaCup4. As a player, offensive coordinator and head coach, 
Allner has been a part of 85 Talons' victories throughout the team's eight-year history.

Vena broke the Pioneers' single season record for touchdown passes in 
week 13 and added to his record in the late games. He ended the 2007 regular 





season with 92 passing touchdowns; ten more than the previous record held by 
Tim Hicks (2004). 

Vena broke franchise records with his legs as well as his right arm. He ran 
for a franchise single season sixteen touchdowns, surpassing the previous best 
posted by Daren Williams at nine (2003). 

On his way to his 92 passing touchdowns, Vena threw for a franchise best 
ten touchdowns in a Pioneers' single game against the Alabama Steeldogs. The 
previous record was again held by Time Hicks with eight (2004). 

The veteran quarterback was able to pile up rushing yards to compliment 
his toughness near the goal line. In week 12, Vena set the single game record for 
rushing yards in a Pioneers uniform with fifty rushing yards against the Mahoning 
Valley Thunder. The record he broke was held by Lamont Coleman (2002) with 
thirty-nine rushing yards. 




In his first af2 season, Chris Royal picked off fourteen passes on his way 
to doubling the previous franchise record of seven (Matt Forbes, 2006) and tying 
for the league lead. 

Royal also tied TuTu Ferguson's single game record for interceptions 
with three against Quincy Carter in week 15. Both players bested Rocco 
Forgione's two interceptions in one game (2004).
